Many have been sunk, carrying cargoes for 
our side. More than 2000 Norse sailors died

some-800 still survive to make Little Norway 
a blg-tlme factor In the war. ' 

Out of revenue from their merchant ma- 
rine the exiled authorities have financed the 
Royal Norwegian government without sub- 
sidy. An air force training school, located In 
Canada, has prepared crews for several 
squadrons of Norweglan-owncd planes now 
lighting out ot England and Iceland. 

A Norwdfelan army is training in England, 
Scotland and Canada, primarily on Comman- 
do' tactics. Its members have enjoyed sev- 
eral ralifs against the Invaders of their home- 
land, and presumably will make up a key unit 
of" the Dnltcd Nations army that some day 
may establish a bridgehead In Norway against 
Berlin,
